Sszorrox 1. The city of Saint Cloud shall constitute
-and be a school district by the name of ¢* The Saint Cloud
School District,” under the general school laws of the Sgnstitateda
state, cxcept so tar ag they are modified in their applica-
tion to said district by this act, and all schools organized
therein in purseance of this act, shall be under the control
and direction of a board of education, and be free to all per-
sons between the ages of five and twenty-one yecars resid-
ing in said city subject to ihe direction of said board.
Sec. 2. The officers of said district shall constitute a
board of education, and shall consist of twelve members, cate the board of
and each ward in tho city of Saint Cloud shall eloct at the 27 amas—4rm

SEc. 8. The clerk shall act as the clerk of the district
as all school district clerks are now required by law, and -
perform the duties required of such clerks under the gen-
eral school laws of this state, except so far as modified by -
this act, and make ail the necessury retuns to entitle said
district to the benefits of its proportion of the common
school fund, alse to draw and attest all orders on the
treasurer for money voted by said Loard, and keep all-
district accounts and settle with the treasurer as directed
by law, to record the proceedings of the board in a book
provided for that purpose by the district, in which he shall
enter all copies of his reports made to the county auditor, .
state superintendent, or other officers as required by law,
keep and preserve all records, books and papers belong-
ing to his office, and deliver the same to his successor in-
oftice, also to give at least soven days notice of each an-
nual or special district meeting by posting three notices .
thereof in the most conspirucus places in the district.
Every notice for a meeting shall set forth all the objects
for which such meeting was called. Special meetings may
be called on the order of the board of education, or by the -
written request of five or more freeholders or householders
of said district.

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Sro. 9. 1t shall be the duty of the treasurer of said

district, to receive all moneys apportioned to or belonging
to said district, and to keep an accurate account of the pyy o trens-
common school fund and the district tunds raised by wrer
taxation, and from other sources, and the same shall be
open for the inspection of any citizen of said district, at
all reasonable hours. He shall pay all orders drawn on
the treasurer, signed by the president and attested by the
clerk, if there is sufficient funds in his hands so to do, and
enter the amount of such orders and the name of the
payee in a book for that purpose. In his annual report
he shall account in detail for all monoys belonging to said
district received and paid out by him since the last annual
report, and he shall execute a bond to the district, in
double the amount of money as near as can be ascertained,
which will come into his hands during the year as treasurer,
. with sufficient security to be approved by the board, con-
ditioned for the faithtul discharge of his duties. Such
bond shall be filed wiih the clerk of the board, and in case
of any breach in the condition thereof, the said board shall
caause & suit to be commenced thereon, in the name of
the district, and the money, when collected, shall be ap-
plied to the use of the district.

Sec. 12. The board of education shall have power to
levy a tax on all the taxable property in said city each Tolevy andcol
year, sufficient, with the amount received from other S oerson:
gources, to maintain necessary schools in said district, ten
months in each year, including the amount required for
fuel, repairs on school bnildings, to purchase necessary
school apparatus, heating apparatus, turniture, and other
necessary appendages for school houses, and to defray

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the necessary expenses of tho hoard, to pay for record
books, printing, stationery, and other incidental matter as
may be deemed proper by the board. Provided, That
said board shall not levy a tax of more than ten mills on
the dollar of the assessed valustion of said property in any
one year, except by and with the consent and approval of
the common council of said city.

Sec. 13. For the purpose of purchasing necessary
grounds, improving and ornamenting the samo, erecting
school buildings thereon and otherwise carrying into effect
the provisions of this act, the board of educntion shalt
have power by and with the essent and approval of 2
majority of the common council of said city, to levy taxes
on all the taxable property in said city, not exceeding in
any one year two mills on the assessed valuation thereof,
and may for like purposes and with like assent and ap-
proval of said common council, issue the bonds of said
district, from time to time, payable in not less than two
nor morc than ten years after date thereof, with interest
not exceeding twelve per cent. per annum. Provided,
That not more than ten thousand dollars of such bonds
shall be outstanding and unpaid at any one time. .Adnd
provided further, That said board of education shall make
provision by the levy of a tux or otherwise, for the pay-
ment of all bonds or obligations of said school district, as
the same shall mature.

Sec. 14.  All taxes raised by virtue of and in deccord-
ance with the provisions of this chapter, shall be levied
and collected in like manner, and by the same persons,
as county taxes are levied and collected.

SEc. 15.  All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this
act aroe hereby repealed.

Sec. 16. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
